VULCAN LIKELY TO GET 

ILLUSTRATION FARM 

Some time ago the Community Club 
took up the Minister of Agriculture at 
Ottawa, the matter of securing an il¬ 
lustration farm for Vulcan, and as an 
outcome of the correspondence passing 
between the Club and the Government, 
Mr. E. C. Sackville, representing the 
Government, was sent here to investi¬ 
gate the needs of the district and the 
possibility of establishing such a farm 
here? 

In conversation with Mr. Sackville, 
lie stated that the need was quite .ap¬ 
parent, and that there was not much 
(jouht but that the Department would 
establish an Illustration Farm here if, 
someone could be secured to carry on 
the Wfi-k. In this connection he inter¬ 
viewed three farmers operating land 
close to town, with a view of securing 
the services of one of them in this 
capacity. 

He also stated that if such a farm 
were put in operation eighty acres 
would be required. This would be laid 
off into five acre plots, for the seeding 
of the different kinds of grains, etc., 
and for demonstration purposes. 

There is no doubt but that an Hlus- 
tration Farm here would be of great 
benefit to the farmers of the District, 
as the one at -High River was the 
dosestjto Vulcan, and it is to be hoped 
that some, farmer living close to town 
can be prevailed upon to take up the 
work, and interest himself sufficiently 
to insure its success.

out very late in the season. One spec¬ 
ies lays its eggs in stubble land. These 
can be destroyed by spring plowing. 
In so doing special care must be taken 
to turn the furrows well over, and by 
preference plowing should \je follow¬ 
ed by packing. Everyone should keep 
a sharp look-out from the middle of 
May onwards for swarms of very 
small grasshoppers in the grass 
around fields. If seen they should be 
immediately reported to your munici¬ 
pal authorities, so that poisoned bait 
may be rushed into the district. It is 
well to remember, however, that 
grasshoppers do not feed for the first 
18 hours after hatching, and that pois¬ 
oned bait should not be applied on the 
day that they are first seen. Within 
two weeks of hatching, however, they 
are all to be found in the early morn¬ 
ing ci owded together in the sod where 
they hatched,-and they are very read 
ily poisoned while they are there. De¬ 
lay is dangerous. When about two 
weeks old they begin to jnove out into 
the fields for good, and you would 
have to poison the whole field in or¬ 
der to catch them. You will haye very 
^jttle damage, and expense in your dis- 
tnctr-htfwever bad the infestation, if 
you can but impress upon everyone 
the necessity for early location of all 
breeding areas, and co-operation in

and last but not least the town and 
school tax. The only way to escape 
it is to die and even then one was 
obliged to pay a death tax before 
being ushered through the pearly

The Alberta department of agricul¬ 
ture will make a spectacular demon¬ 
stration of the merit of the beef of 
Alberta right before the British farm¬ 
ers, breeders, butchers and newspa¬ 
pers in the old country. Next month, 
or some time in May, the department 
will send about 60 of the best steers 
in the province to Britain. This lot 
will include the University steers 
which met with so much success in 
Chicago and at- Toronto livestock 
shows. The lot will be placed on ex¬ 
hibition in various effective ways. The 
announcement was made in the legis¬ 
lature yesterday by Hon. Duncan 
Marshall, minister of agriculture. 

The shipment of cattle* will be land¬ 
ed at Birkenhead, and according to 
the embargo law may be held 10 days 
before slaughter. Their arrival will 
he met by newspaper representatives 
and many interested in the meat sit- 
uatioh in Britain. The aim is to de 
stroy or counteract the ufifair and dis¬ 
honest propaganda spread abroad in 
Britain against the value and worth 
of Canadian cattle. 

The government will also get a 
dozen of the best available shorthorn 
dairy cattle, which they will bring 
back to the half section %\vned by the 
government in Gleichen. In this way 
British breeders will see that Alberta 
can produce the best beef cattle, and 
is a good market for British dairy 
stocks. 


Hungarian partridge may be shot 
during the full month of October, and 
the bag limit shall be 50 instead of 
25, according to a final decision of the 
agricultural committee, representing 
the full membership of the house at 
a special meeting last Friday jnorn- 
ing. At a previous meeting of the 
committee, the seasoh had been fixed 
for the last two weeks of October, the 
same as for prairie chicken, but so 
many objections were raised that $he 
committee extended the limit of the 
Hungarians to the entire month. 

Another important decision of the 
committe was to establish the zone 
system for the shooting season of 
prairie chicken. South of the mfcin 
line of the C.P.R. the prairie chicken 
season will be the last two*weeks of 
October. North of the main line of the 
C.P.R. the committee decided to ex¬ 
tend the season to the entire month, 
of October with the exception of a 
block of territory embracing a prairie 
section' in the northeast part of the 
province whore chicken are scarce. 

The subject of Hungarian and 
prairie chicken shooting w€s debated 
with considerable animation. Mr. 
Marshall said he had been flooded with 
objections to limiting the Hungarian 
partridge season to the last two weeks 
of October on account of the rapidity 
with which these birds were multiply¬ 
ing throughout the province, and the 
difficulty of shooting them owing to 
their fast flight. Capt. R. E. Camp- 
Rocky Mountain, said the first

dozen pairs of these birds had been 
imported into the province in 1908. 
Mr. Marshall sai d the y had now spread 
to a point as faiT^jSbrth as Lacombe, 
while Dr. G. D. Stanley, High River, 
cited many instances of how numer¬ 
ous these birds had become in the 
southern part of the province. Inves¬ 
tigations, he said, showed that the 
average hatched out 18 birds and they 
afforded their own protection through 
the difficulty in shooting them. 

The committee finally agreed to 
make the season one month on the 
Hungarians and to increase the bag 
limit to 50 birds. The prairie chicken 
bag limit, which had previously been 
cut from 150 to 50 birds was allowed 
to stand at the latter figure. 

A great many of the northern mem¬ 
bers, however, especially A. W. Eb- 
bet, Vermilion, wanted a month of 
prairie chicken shooting, saying that 
the chicken were most numerous in the 
north. Mr. Marshall said the prairie 
chicken were numerous in his district, 
but the southern members, especially 
J. H. Kemmis, Pincher Creek, said the 
chicken had got very scarce in the 
south. G. L. Hudson, Wainwright, in 
northeast Alberta, said that the chick¬ 
en were scarce also in his territory, 
which is just south of Mr. Ebbett’s 
constituency. It was finally agreed to 
establish the zone system for the 
prairie chicken season, two weeks, 
generally speaking, south of the C.P. 
R. and in the prairie section in Mr. 
Hudson’s territory, but a full month 
north of the C.P.R. and jfi the btlsh 
section of the province. The exact 
boundary of the protected block north 
of the C.P.R. will be drafted by the 
game warden department.—Calgary 
Herald.

Six new aeroplanes arrived here 
last week and are now esconsed in the 
hangars, recently erected at the aero¬ 
drome. The , six machines are knowft 
as the De Havilland No. 4 Reconnis- 
ance machine, with two seats, propel¬ 
led with the famous 375 horsepower 
Rolls-Royce engines. After the war 
closed Britain found on her hands in¬ 
numerable articles of war that was of 
no particular use and these aero¬ 
planes along with other war material 
was given to Canada as a gift. The 
planes were never used and are pow¬ 
erfully built. The six machines will 
be used this year in forest patrol 
woik under the supervision of Major 
Croil of the High River Aerodrome. 
Two main flights will be made daily 
in ordinary weather, one horth and 
the other south and in case of an out¬ 
break of fire a sufficient equipment is 
here to make extra flights. In this 
manner the Forestry Department of 
the Dominion hope to greatly minim¬ 
ize the fires in the reserves. Camp¬ 
ers this year will be specially cau¬ 
tioned about any carelessness whicji 
might lead to a conflagration, for Ma¬ 
jor Croil will instruct his patrols to 
make note of camping parties as to 
their locution and in case of fire those 
guilty can be easily detected or locat¬ 
ed. The airmen will have pamphlets 
cautioning against fire which they 
will drop to camping parties, all of 
which should do much to lessen the 
number of fires during the coming 
season.
